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Nearly crue 2 desirable © in 
musical comedies except a pleasant 
book has been introduced into Ger- 
trude Lawrence’s new piece, ‘‘Treas- 
ure. Girl,’’ performed at the Alvin 
last ‘evening. For this book is not 
merely the innocuous pastiche of the 
average musical show. It: is an-evil 
thing. It takes the unforgivable lib- 
erty of presenting the accomplished 
Migs Lawrence in a disagreeable 
light. -When she is not too uncritical 
of herself Miss Lawrence embodies 
most of the qualities that make for 
versatility and splendor in musical 
comedy stars—slender, fresh beauty, 
@ lilting ‘style of dancing, fullness 
and ‘sweetness of voice, infectious 
mirth, a trick or two of clowning, 
subtle coquetry and a gift for dra- 
matic acting. Handicapped by a 
book that pictures her as a malicious 
liar and a spoiled child ‘generally, 
she rather overdoes her clowning 
and coquetry in the current affair. 
When she sings, when she dances, 
she is irresistible. Fortunately, she 
does both things frequently through- 
out the evening. 

While the. humorless. libretto. is 
keeping the general enjoyment well 
under control, ‘‘Treasure Girl’’ dis- 
plays some.of the liveliest madcap 
dancing of the season. The pro- 
ducers have coralled a multitude of 
chorus. girls and Bobby Connolly 
has set them to bouncing and tossing 
unrelentingly. One of these damsels, 
Kathleen Edwardes by name, was 
so much alive last evening that one 
was fearful lest she explode from ex- 
cess of high spirits in full view of 
the audience, As Walter Catlett, the 
comedian, remarked of something 
else, these girls ‘‘may not be lucif- 
erous, but they are not apathetic.”’ 
When the rogueries of a treasure 
hunt threaten. to. become too tire- 
some the corybants spin in welcome 
patterns across the stage. 

As a comedian Mr. Catlett may be 
no wit, but he is bland. and loqua- 
cious, and he is amusing when he 
has. sparkling lines to speak. 
‘“Treasure Girl’? does not embarrass 
him ‘with humorous riches. - But for 
comedy in dancing it does reunit 
Mary Hay and Clifton Webb in their 
hair-brain, tip-toe style of stepping. 
They are vacuous puppets and gro- 
tesque wax figures all at once; and 
they are the brightest pair in this 
production. 

All of Mr. Gershwin’s music is 
worthy of his hire.. One or two of his 
tunes surely must be among the best 
light comedy music he has yet com- 
posed—colorful, supple and capricious 
in form. Miss Lawrence and Paul 
Frawley catch the sentimental humor 
of the music and lyrics of ‘Feelin 
I’m Falling’? and ‘“‘I Don’t Think I’ 
Fall in Love Today.’’ None of the 
other performers appears up to the 
task of singing appreciatively in the 
vein that suits Mr. Gershwin’s music 
best.

of a Man With Red Hair,” and is 
more interesting for its ideology than 
most of the kindergarten~ dramas 
whose purpose is to thrill, excite or 
terrify, 

Sadism is the stuff of which the 
play is made. Its titular character— 
a terrible monstrosity in the book 
who is made almost as alarming on 
the stage by Edward G. Robinson— 
believes in the religion of pain, that 
by undergoing it:one both acquires 
power and learns the innermost 
meaning of life. He is eager to 
proselytize, and he discourses at 
length with every guest at his remote 
Cornwall home on the human being’s 
duty to his sensations and the beauty 
of suffering. 
~ When he has a chance to experi- 
ment, he seizes upon it no less avidly. 
Most of the experiments in the play 
are either talked about or depicted 
as happening off-stage. It is at such 
times, when the imaginations of the 
spectators are called upon to conjure 
up the cruel, unspeakable tortures 
which the mind of such a perverted 
lunatic’ could evolve, that~“‘A Man 
With Red Hair’ is most effective. 
When the results of his handiwork 
are exhibited in the last act, and 
when Crispin, the sadist, is shown 
at some of his practices, the play 
loses considerable of the spirit of 
brooding, ominous horror it. has 
earlier achieved. 

To one. who has not read Mr. Wal- 
pole’s novel it appears that Mr. 
Levy has done only a moderately 
good job of the adaptation. The 
subject-matter of the play itself is 
what lends to it-a morbid fascina- 
tion—that and Mr. Robinson’s -per- 
formance. 

Mr. Robinson is, of course, an actor 
who has given some extremely good 
performances in this metropolis. His 
characterization of Crispin is not the 
high spot of his acting career, but it 
ranks well at the top. He brings out

Lord CUSHENDUN’S statement that 
the British Government- regards the 
Anglo-French naval agreement .as 
defunct merely confirms what’ he 
said several weeks ago at ‘Geneva. 
He then stated that if the compro- 
mise reached by France and Eng- 
land in ‘the mattér’ of small cruisers 
and submarines did-not win the as- 
sent of the other naval Powers it 
would be abandoned. Sirtice, there 
has been a. little ingenious figuring: 
on ‘the exact balance of the votes. 
Japan gave a qualified consent. The 
answer of Italy was friendly. but 
not -a committal: The United States 
alone rejected the proposals out- 
right, although Secretary KELLOGG's 
note expressed the hope that nego- 
tiations for naval disarmament 
might be resumed. On the basis of 
this showing, some English writers 
have held that there was a clear ma- 
jority for the plan favored by the 
French and British Governments, so 
that there was reason for proceeding 
with it, But the Acting Foreign 
Secretary, Lord CuSHENDUN, has 
put an end to all this speculation 
by bluntly stating that the whole 
scheme has been sent to the tomb 
of the Capulets. 

The part in the affair played by 
the American Government has been 
much dwelt upon in the English 
press. When the official correspon- 
dence was published a couple of 
weeks ago one newspaper headed its 
discussion of the matter, “On Uncle 
Sam’s Invitation.” This referred to

THE TEACHER’S SUMMER. 


Looking over the statistics of at- 
tendance at the Summer schools in 
all the States for 1928, one is im- 
pressed by the number of. teachers 
who gave over a good portion of 
their long vacation to study. The 
total estimated number of teachers, 
principals, supervisors and adminis- 
trative officers in the United States 
is but little short of a million— 
900,700. In-Oklahoma, where there 
are nearly 19,300 teachers, there 
are 17,191 students in the Summer 
schools and 12,171 are taking courses 
in education—presumably. already 
teaching or preparing to teach. 
Doubtless some Oklahoma teachers 
are also to be found in schools out- 
side of the State, even as far away 
as New York, though the splendid 
provision that the State is making 
for her own young men and women 
is such as would surprise those who 
still think of that part: of the coun- 
try as. sorhewhat primitive. The 
campus and buildings of the Univer- 
sity of Oklahoma have -a~spacious- 
ness and beauty of architecture sur- 
passing many an Eastern university 
and the students there enjoy .com- 
parable mental advantages.

Scientists may be discouraged that 
after long and concentrated research 
the ultimate cause of Cancer. is not 
yet known... The ultimate cause. of 
cell growth must be discovered if 
science ‘is to get at the root of: this 
trouble. Meanwhile, laymen are more 
interested in, knowing that there are 
many ‘“‘exciting factors’ of cancer 
which can be controlled. 

An editorial’ in the last number of 
American Medicine says that the 
elimination of cancer is in the hands 
of the patients. “The laity is, to a 
large extent, responsible for the fail- 
ure to secure an early. diagnosis.’’

THE LATE OTTO M. EIDLITZ. 


Builder Was Concerned In Planning 
Pyramidal Skyscrapers. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is not géenérally known that Otto 
M. Eidlitz; the well-known builder 
whose death occurred on Oct. 30, was 
one. of three’ men’ who pointed‘ the 
way for the substitution of the mod- 
ern pyramidal high. buildings for the 
old type with overhanging cornices.

President Lowell Says Project Aims 
to Meet Human Problem of 
Big Universities. 





Special to The New York Times. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 8.—An 
anonymous gift of $3,000,000 to Har- 
vard to build and endow a group of 
dormitories, dining halls and common. 
rooms, which will accommodate 200 
to 300 students within the college 
and be operated on a basis similar to 
the colleges of Oxford and Cambridge 
Universities, was announced today by 
President A. Lawrence Lowell. 

The stimulus for the »roject to 
which the gift is to be devoted, as a 
new development in American under- 
graduate life, came from the report 
of a Committee on Education pub- 
lished by the Harvard Student Coun- 
cil in 1926, which was regarded by 
Harvard authorities at the time as a 
landmark in educational progress in 
this country. 

Following | the suggestion of the stu- 
dent members of the committee, Har- 
vard en to utilize the gift to 
establish what practically amounts to 
a separate ‘‘college’’ within the con- 
fines of Harvard College itself. A 
large dormitory, accommodating 
about 300 students, will be erected, 
probably on land near the present 
Harvard freshman dormitories. The 
new dormitory will have complete 
living equipment in the form of din- 
ing rooms, common rooms and indi- 
vidual suites. 

The student personnel will include 
members of all four classes, picked 
as far as is feasible from all pe 
of undergraduate. life, such as ath- 
letes, honor students and represen- 
tatives of various extra-curriculum 
activities. A staff of tutors and 
resident instructors will also be 
housed in the dormitory 

The students in the new *‘college’’ 
will attend classes as do the other 
undergraduates. but in the develop- 
ment there will be stressed partic- 
ularly their mutual social contacts, 


otherwise often lost in large univer- 
sities. 


Lowell Explains the Project. 
President Lowell in explanation of 


the plan said in part: 


“For a generation there has, been 
much discussion of the policy of 
breaking up our large colleges into 
smaller social units in order to se- 
cure at the same time the advan- 
tages of the large and small institu- 
tions. Many men here have felt that 
this must come if we are to confer 
the greatest benefit upon our under- 
graduates. The very thoughtful re- 
port of the Student Council Com- 
mittee on Education, published in 
1926, advocated strongly such a plan, 
and may be taken to express the 
opinion of undergraduates who have 

ven grave consideration to the 
problems of life in the college..- 

“To the officers of - Faculty, the 
method of approach has seemed to 
lie in the creation of a residential 
group or house of students capable 
or strong. scholarly interest ana 
achievement, associated with mem- 
bers of the instructing staff, includ- 
ing their tutors, and if ‘possible with 
ares fellows in different lines of 
wor 

“An effort has been made to ob- 
tain the funds required for such a 
house; but the plan had remained a 
long cherished aspiration until last 
week, when a benefactor, who pre- 
fers ‘to remain unknown, but. who 
desires to carry into effect the policy 
of smaller social units and who is con- 
vinced that our mode of attacking 
the question is feasible, offered to 
give $3,000,000 needed to build and 
endow the proposed house. 

“The plan involves no change in 
the method of teaching; and in fact 
our tutorial system lends itself to it 
perfectly. The men will attend col- 
lege courses like other students, but 
the tutoring will normally be done 
in the house. Nor does the plan af- 
fect the functions of Harvard Col- 
lege and the Faculty of Arts and 
Sciences in education. as the great 
undergraduate centre and the au- 
thority for granting degrees and de- 
termining the qualifications therefor. 

“The students in the house are not 
to:| be selected from those concen- 
trating in gg ba ager subjects. On 
the contrary, it is of ‘the. essence of 
the gre that they should. be _ nae 
ested, and réally interested, in dif- 
ferent things, thatthe life and talk 

y be broadly stimulating. 


‘“‘Adaptation’”’ of English System.

MEXICO TO MARK ARMISTICE, 


Will Join 32 Other Countries In Two 
Minutes’ Silence. 


Mexico will join with the United 
States and Canada and with thirty 
other countries which will observe 
two minutes of silence at 11 o’clock 
next Sunday morning in commemo- 
ration of the tenth anniversary of 
the signing of the armistice, the 
League of Remembrance announced 
yesterday at its headquarters, 51 
University Place. 

Mayor Walker has been asked by 
the league to issue a proclamation 
commending traffic and industrial 
observance of those two minutes in 
New York City. Thirty-two Gover- 
nors of States have promised their 
cooperation in aiding in the observ- 
ance of the still salute. Heads of 
several large steamship companies 
have requested captains of all their 
vessels to observe the silence at sea. 

Mount Vernon will begin its Ar- 
mistice Day observance tomorrow 
when the new $1,000,000 City Hall is 
dedicated in Hartley Park. All busi- 
ness will»be suspended in the after- 
noon and a big parade. will be held 
with * military, ‘fraternal, civic’ and 
other organizations in line. 

Henry M. Baker, national director 
of the. American Red. Cross, Disaster 
Relief,» and Miss Amelia Earhart, 
first woman to fly the Atlantic, will 
speak tomorrow night at a dinner 
which will be. held in the .Waldorf- 
Astoria to celebrate Armistice Day. 
Darwin P. Kingsley, General Chair- 
man of the Red Cross, announced 
yesterday that the annual roll-call 
would. be conducted between Armis- 
tice Day and Thanksgiving. It will 
seek 400,000 members here, Mr. 
Kingsley said. 

So many veterans of the Marine 
Brigade of Belleau Wood have: re- 
ceived invitations to attend Armistice 
Day celebrations this year that the 
veterans. have decided to postpone 
their own reunion until Nov. 15. They 
will meet at the Hotél Martinique.

Anna 
Kremenitz, was seated in her apart- 
ment above the store at the time but 
did not hear the shot that killed her 


husband. She collapsed when she 

was informed of the tragedy. by 

neighbors a few minutes later. 
Woman Customer Sees Killing. 

Kremenitz was chatting with a 
customer, Mrs. Sophie Biduna of 653 
Fifth Street, when two youths about 
eighteen or nineteen years. old en- 
tered the store at 4:55 P. M. One 
pointed a pistol at the gegen oa 
and ordered him to throw up his 
hands. 

The grocer was tall and athletic. 
He leaped over the counter and grap” 
pled with the nearest. of the.pair, a 
netvous youth dressed in a blue over- 
coat and gray fedora hat. The other 
robber, starding less than three feet 
away, fired, the bullet entering the 
shopkeeper’s abdomen. The. killer 
dropped . his pistol and ran. His 
companion wriggled free of the gro- 
cer’s. grasp, leaving his blue overcoat 
in Kremenitz’s hands and also fled. 
Kremenitz, mortally wounded, stum- 
bled out to the street and collapsed 
on the sidewalk. 

Mrs. Biduna, the grocer’s custom- 
er, screamed, pointing to the coatless 
man running east on Fifth Street 
and to another man in a brown coat 
running west. Immediately the 
street’ was in an uproar and the dy- 
ing grocer’s neighbors-and friends 
were taking up the chase. 

While the chase was going on Ben- 
jamin Kass, a taxicab chauffeur of 
733 ‘Fifth Street, carried Kremenitz 
to a drug store, where the grocer 
died a few moments later. 

As the coatless robber ran toward 
the East River. Philip Kron, a shoe- 
maker, of 650 Fifth Street, and Harry 
Josephson of 28 East Third Street 
started in pursuit, Kron on foot and 
Josephson in his’ car. The youth 
easily outdistanced ‘the’ shoemaker, 
but Josephson almost caught up 
with him in’ his automobile when a 
motor truck blocked his path. By 
the time the truck had passed ‘the 
fugitive had disappeared. The police 
said later that the youth ran to Ave- 
nue C, north to Sixth Street and-east 
on Sixth Street to a tenement build- 
ing into which he disappeared. 


Other Escapes From ‘Captor. 


The pursuit of the man’s accom- 
plice, who had fled in the opposite | 
direction, was equally unsuccessful. 
Having heard Mrs. Biduna’s screams, 
Harry’ Yager of 625 Fifth Street 
seized the youth in the brown over- 
coat. But the youth wormed out. of 
his overcoat, sped around the near- 
est corner and escaped. 

Excited crowds gathered in front 
of 'Kremenitz's store. Fifty reserve 

policemen were hurried from the 
Pitth Street oe to restore order. 

Kremenitz and his wife ‘were ‘pre- 
paring to celebrate their, fortieth 
wedding anniversary this week with 
their two married sons and two mar- 
ried daughters.

Art Dealer Says He Found Here 
‘Only Portrait of Frederick 
the Great as King.

And Declares That It May Change 
Conception of the German

A dusty old painting discovered in! 
New York may change history’s con- | 
ception.of the appearance of Fred- 
erick the Great, according to ‘its 
finder, Karl Loevenich, art déaler, 
of 20 East Fifty-seventh Strect. 

After a year's study, Mr. Loeve- 
nich, who has several other art dis- 
coveries to his credit, said yesterday 
that he believed the portrait to. be 
the only one painted from life of 
Frederick after he became King of 
Prussia. How it came to this coun- 
try and was lost for more than a 
century cannot be explained by the 
discoverer, who said he had searched 
for such a portrait here and in Eu- 
rope and finally came upon it by ac- 
cident in’'a New York art shop.

The announcement of the new “‘split- 
up” in General Motors shares and 
of its extra dividend came ‘after the 
close of business.

No previous weekly 
statement has shown so large an ex- 
pansion in the twelvemonth period. 
Borrowings by member banks from 
the New York Reserve Bank in- 
creased $33,053,000 for the week, 
making $47,269,000 in a fortnight. 

For the first time in eight weeks, 
the Bank of England’s ‘weekly state- 
ment yesterday reported an increase 
in its gold reserve; during the inter- 
val, it had lost in all some $57,000,000. 
The past week’s $340,000 increase 
was not occasioned by suspension of 
withdrawals; on the contrary, nearly 
$10,000,000 gold was given up in the 
week for export to Berlin and New 
York. But the first instalment of 
the transfer of gold from the Bank 
of Spain, to establish a London cred- 
it for the support of Spanish ex- 
change, was made a day or two ago, 
and almost exactly: balanced the out- 
flow on other accounts. This ar- 
rangement with Madrid, from which 
$20,000,000 more gold may be sent to 
London for the same purpose, is a 
timely incident for the Bank of Eng- 
land. How, if at all, it will influence 
the London gold shipments to New 
York, remains to be seen. 

The slight increase of the Govern- 
ment’s cotton crop estimate over that 
of a month ago was in line with ex- 
pectations. It left the forecast 1,356,- 
000 bales above last. year’s actual 
yield: If yesterday’s figure of 14,133,-

a P. C. INTEREST LIKELY 


Proceeds to Be Used for Subways 
and Other Municipal Works— 
Time Believed Favorable. 


The City of New York is planning 
the sale of about $100,000,000 in new 
bonds and corporate stock within a 
fortnight, according to word reaching 
Wall Street yesterday. The offering, 
which may be announced within a 
day or two by Controller Berry, will 
consist of four-year notes, one to 
forty year serial bonds, and the 
usual offering of fifty-year corporate 
stock.. The proceeds of the sale of 
these securities will be used chiefly 
for subway construction through the 
‘refunding of bank loans, with certain 
amounts set aside for docks, schools 
and other municipal purposes. -It is 
understood ‘that the bonds and cor- 
porate stock will carry a 4% per 
cent. coupon. 

This will be the first time that the 
city has been in the market with 
long-term bonds and stock since May 
11, 1927, when an issue of $60,000,000 
4 per ‘cent. bonds and corporate 
stock was sold. The last financing 
done by the city was on Feb. 29 last, 
when an issue of $52,000,000 subway 
construction 4 per cent. corporate 
stock, due in four years, was 
awarded to a svndicate of forty-two 
banks headed by the National City 
Company and the First National 
Bank at a price of 100.48997, which 
figured a er cent. interest 
cost to the citv. is was the lowest 
interest rate ever naid by the city 
on a loan since Nov. 23, 1908. 

On the long-term loan awarded by 
the city in May, 1927, a ~ice cf 
101.2157, or a 3.935 per cent. interest 
cost, was paid by a syndicate healed 
by the Chase Securities Corporation, 
Blair & Co., Inc., .-rd Lehman 
Brothers, which fienre was the most 
favorable that the city had received 
on its obligations since 1909. This 
issue consisted of $42.49 0 of fifty- 
year corporate stock and 417,600,000 
of bonds, due serially in from one to 
forty years.
